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PUBLISHERS AND THE NEWSPAPER PRESS. 


A recent occurrence in Boston, has afforded occasion for much dis- 
cussion by the periodical press, of its relation to book-publishers, and 
for severe censure of one of the Boston publishing houses. The Boston 
Traveller recently published a very severe criticism of Longfellow’s 
new poem, “ Hiawatha,” whereupon his publishers, Messrs. Ticknor 
and Fields, addressed a note to the proprietors of the Traveller, order- 
ing the discontinuance of their advertisments. This note the Traveller 
published, expressing much indignation at what it styled an “attempt 
to coerce the press.’ Other papers republished, adding expression of 
their own indignation, and taking occasion to expatiate upon their own 
incorruptibility, until quite a hue-and-cry is raised. Messrs. Ticknor 
and Fields are berated on every side. When, in any argument, one 
side does all the talking, it is likely that it will make out its case satis- 
factori!y—to itself, at least. Such seems to be the result in the present 
affair. It is agreed by the press, that in thus peremptorily withdrawing 
their advertising from the Traveller, because of its unfavorable notice 
of one of their publications, Messrs. Ticknor and Fields were guilty of 
amost unjust and contemptible act, deserving indignant censure from 
all who get their living by advertising. Suppose that for the word 
“unfavorable,” we substitute “ unfair ;” saying it was in consequence 
of what they deemed an unfair criticism—one stupidly or maliciously 
unjust—that Messrs. Ticknor and Co. took the course they did; does 
not this place matters in a different light? Are they not then entirely 
justifiable? That such was the case, we can have no doubt. We do 
aot believe that Messrs Ticknor and Co. would withdraw their adver- 
tising from a newspaper, simply because it contained an unfavorable 
criticism of one of their books. Yet, supposing it to have been the 
ease that they acted as they did, merely because the notice was unfa- 
vorable ; had they not a perfect right to do so? Is it not their privi- 
lege to advertise or cease advertising according to their own pleasure? 
They may act unwisely, or even from an incorrect principle ; but so long 
as they do not interfere with the rights of others, their conduct does 
not call for public discussion and censure. And here, we would like 
to inquire, by what right the Traveller published a private business 
note without permission, and when it was evident that it would be 
against the wishes of the writer? Is it not strange that this point has 
escaped the attention of all the scores of newspapers which have com- 
mented upon this affair? The fact, that newspapers are in the habit of 
committing this impertinence of publishing private letters without 
leave, does not in the least justify it. We respectfully propose this 
unjustifiable act of the Traveller, as entirely proper (inasmuch as it 
was public) for discussion and animadversion by those brethren of the 
press who have so freely shed their ink in the cause of justice as 
menaced in the withdrawal of Ticknor and Fields’ advertising from the 
Traveller. As we view matters, a gross impropriety has been com- 
mitted, which is without reasonable excuse. Had Ticknor and Co. 
publicly att. ‘ed the Traveller, the case might be diiferent. This, 
they did not .», however; they simply withdrew their advertising, as 
they had a right to do. The course pursued by the Traveller, seems 
much like an act of petty revenge. Discussion of the principle 
involved was well enough; but, in order to this, there was not the 
slightest necegsity for mentioning names, and publishing private 
letters, 

This subject of the rights and duties of newspapers and publishers, 
in their relation to each other, is one which we are not sorry to have 





discussed. There are, Erre existing evils, which call for reform, 
and this reform must begin, as we shall attempt to show, with the 
press. There the evil commences, and there the remedy should be 
applied. Publishers are naturally and properly anxious to secure good 
notices of their books; and, for the sake of argument, it may be admit- 
ted, that they sometimes use objectionable means to secure them; in 
other words, that they pay, directly or indirectly, a pecuniary consi- 
deration therefor. 

It does not follow, however, that they claim the right, or desire the 
privilege of exercising any control over the critical opinions of the 
press, other than to require that they shall be able and impartial ; 
which they have a perfect right to do. If, then, they seek to bribe the 
press (to use plain language), it is from necessity, not choice. And 
here we are about to make a serious charge, yet not without due consi- 
deration. It is all very well for editors to wax indignant at “ attempts 
to coerce the press ;” it is very well for them to talk of independence 
and impartiality, and there are, undoubtedly, many instances where 
just claim may be made to these qualities; but, as a whole, the press is 
not only susceptible to pecuniary influences in its book criticisms, but it 
is openly so; it is not only willing, but anxious to be bribed. “Give 
us advertisements, and we will give you good notices,” is a proposition 
every day made to publishers; and often, where it is not as openly, 
and thus, in some sense, honestly done as this, the same result is 
reached in some other way. It is a common thing for an editor to refuse 
to notice a book at all, because it is not advertised in his columns. 
Again, critics occupying important positions are plainly seen to be 
influenced in their published opinions, by pecuniary considerations, 
properly brought to bear. In some cases, the manner of doing the 
thing properly, is simply to enclose five dollars to the critic without 
word or comment. In other cases, more delicacy must be used, and 
the critic may be salaried by the publisher as manuscript reader, or in 
some other capacity. Let us be understood. We are making a general 
charge, not a particular one. There are, undoubtedly, many excep- 
tions. There are periodicals which honestly strive to keep themselves 
clear from all personal and pecuniary considerations in their criticisms, 
and which, in the main, succeed in so doing. Yet, there are a sufficent 
number of others, and these not of the obscure and uninfluential alone, 
which are influenced as we have said, to make the charge a proper one 
against the periodical press as a whole. What is a publisher to do 
under these circumstances? If he feels as he should do, he is anxious 
that the authors, for whom he publishes, should have a fair opportu- 
nity in the strife for fame and fortune. His own pecuniary interest is 
also at stake. He knows that justice is not to be expected from the 
press without a resort to these objectionable means. He knows that he 
cannot depend upon the intrinsic merit of a book alone to secure it 
that amount of attention and commendation which it deserves; he 
knows that others will make use of these means. Moreover, he may 
see no wrong in paying to get justice done, when he cannot secure it 
without. The wrong rests with those who withhold justice, unless it 
be paid for. It may be that the publisher should refuse to be influ- 
enced by these considerations ; refuse the bribes for which he is impor- 
tuned, and stand up for the abstract principle involved. In mam, cases, 
this is the course pursued ; yet it must not be wondered at, that so long 
as newspapers make a commodity of their commendations of b  “s, by 
offering them for sale, there will be found publishers who will’ ~,ady 
to buy. If newspapers would not be bribed, publishers certainly sould 
not bribe them. There is no occasion for any outery in the : atter 
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from the newspapers; for they have the affair under their own con- 
trol. It is easy for them to close their ears and their pockets against 
any attempts upon their virtue. We can assure them that publishers 
are not less anxious than themselves, for honest and intelligent 
criticism. 

Of the occurrence first alluded to, between the Boston Traveller 
and Messrs. Ticknor and Fields, we have no knowledge beside that 
gained from the account in the Traveller; yet we are sure that the 
ground on which Messrs. Ticknor and Co. withdrew their advertise- 
ments, was not that the notice of Hiawatha was unfavorable, but that it 
was, in their estimation, grossly unjust. In this view, no fault can be 
found with their course. Newspapers are responsible, not only for the 
impartiality of their criticisms, but also for their ability. An incompe- 
tent person has no right to assume the office of critic. As much 
injustice is sometimes done by stupidity as by prejudice, or favoritism. 
We do not, of course, mean to offer any opinion, as to the justice or 
injustice of the Traveller’s review of Hiawatha; nor do we intend 
any remarks we have made about the press generally, to apply particu- 
larly to that journal, which we have always esteemed, and still esteem 
highly, for the general fairness and ability of its criticisms. 





Since the above was written, we have seen, with pleasure, able arti- 
cles in the Boston Journal and Boston Atlas, taking the same exceptions 
which we have done to the course of the “ Traveller.” M.

STATISTICS OF GERMAN PUBLISHING. 

We learn from the “ Atheneum Francais,” that during the first six 
months of the present year, there were printed in Germany, in all 3,879 
different works. Of this number, there has appeared from the presses 
of Leipsic and Berlin, 1,169 ; 598 from the first of these cities, and 571 
from the latter, showing that Berlin is but 25 works behind the great 
publishing mart of Germany. After these two great centres, comes 
Stuttgard with 197 publications, Hamburgh, 96 ; Munich 93; Ratisbon. 
Frankfort in the Main, and Halle, each 62 ; Breslan 56 and Castty Dres~ 
den, Brunswick, Erlangen and Weimar, with many others yet smaller, 
In the thirteen cities which have been named, have appeared in all 2,018 
works, nearly two thirds of the whole number. It is not less interest- 
ing to know the part taken in this publishing of books, by the different 
States of Germany. Here Prussia is far in advance of her neighbors, 
she has produced 1,242, works when Saxony has only printed 724; Aus- 
tria, 715; Bavaria, 397; Wurtemburg, 270; Hanover 109. The lowest 
ranks in this scale of production are occupied by the city of Lubeck, the 
Grand Duchy of Luxembourg and the Principality of Waldeck, each have 
issued but 3 publications, Lippe Detwold only 2; Antarlt Bernbourg and 
Hesse Hambourg, one single one each. Besides these many Ger- 
man works have been published in other countries ; 155 in Switzerland ; 
81 in Russia; 16 in Hungary; 12 in France; 10 in Belgium; 6 in Den- 
mark; 8 in Holland; 1 in England, in all 235. This statement gives 
as the total of all the works published in the German language, during 
the first half of the present year, 4,114.

*‘ ABOUT PAMPHLETS. 


Lexington, Ky., Nov. 1855. 
Mr. Evrror.—The excellent article in your 9th number, “ from Notes 
and Queries,” suggests, as the best mode of preserving pamphlets, that 
they be bound separately. There is no more useful class of printed pub- 
lications ; and the difficulties are not few, that hinder their neat and 
tasteful preservation. 

The chief objection to separate binding, is the multiplication of ti- 
tles—that, as far as possible, should be subjected to classification. Most 
pamphlets are capable of classification, and by being classified and bound 
up under comprehensive heads, are even made more accessible, than if 
preserved in separate form. Very small volumes are not so convenient 
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as those that are larger. Specific titles are not so desirable, for smal] 
works, and monographs, as generic titles, and the works bound together, 
It would be better to have a half dozen essays and lectures, under the 
general head of Chemistry, than as many, in separate form, and with 
subordinate titles. 

There is an objection to any method of binding that would require g 
written title. The collective impression can seldom be made agreeable 
to the eye. I would not include it in any plan; the more especially, ag 
conveniences for printing by hand are so cheap as to be accessible to 
all. 

To men of mechanical genius, modes of arrangement, suited to their 
peculiar tastes, are never wanting. Any system, that would be most 
useful, must not pre-suppose this. The very class who most need a plan, 
are least likely to possess a genius for devising, or a tact for executing 
one offered to them, when in itself not perfect. 

An indefinite number of pamphlets can be arranged upon a proper 
system of classification. When a number, sufficient to form a Volume, 
has been collected, subsequent additions may be placed on the shelf, 
immediately adjoining the volumes to whose class they belong, till their 
number shall have increased sufficiently to make another volume. Pam. 
phlets, with the top end (the smooth end,) inverted, and resting on the 
shelf, and thus placed between their appropriate bound volumes, can 
not only be made to have a neat appearance, but can be referred to with 
facility, and can be preserved securely. Out of 5,000 pamphlets, the 
finger can be placed as readily upon any one, as if they were so many 
volumes. 

Such as are found on sale by the trade, in this country, are very 
convenient, to be thus placed between the volumes. The great space 
they would occupy is the most material objection. The cost would 
perhaps be less than any plan for separate binding. I think very much 
less. They would indicate an unfinished volume, and the label attached 
to them could be changed wherever, and as often as necessary.

Sir,—There was handed to me yesterday, the “ American Publishers’ 
Circular.” Its introductory—the copy for the 7th instant, gives—an inter- 
esting summary of many publisher’s of books in this country. Among 
the first, and properly named, is the late distinguished ‘“‘ Mathew Carey.” 
Some few equally distinguished, perhaps, were, it seemed, unconsciously 
passed over. I may mention Thomas & Andrew, and Caleb Bingham 
& Oo., of Boston, two of the foremost publishing houses in that 
city. Thomas and Andrew left an immense estate—the one at Wor- 
cester, and the other, Mr. Andrew, in Boston. Mr. Bingham, it is be- 
lieved, published as many School books, all his own collocations, edited 
by himself, up to 1810 or ’12, as any other single house in New England, 
if not in the United States. In the infancy of education in this 
country, after the peace of 1783, he not only improved the system, but 
compiled a variety of School-books, then deemed inferior to none; and 
for near forty years, retained a great share of that approbation with 
which they were firstreceived. Perhaps no one personin any coun- 
try, at the time, had compiled and printed so many as himself: As the 
following list may partially show from MS. estimates.

** 190,000, 25 ss “ Child’s Companion. 
« 720,000, 84 “ ** American Preceptor. 
« 110,000, 22 bad “ Geographical Catechism.

1,375,000 of his own publications. 
1,000 Copies, all told, from the French of Chateaubriand.

Besides many other parts of editions of kindred works—making 
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the gross amount near one and half millions of volumes. His School 
books were published in great numbers, both in Philadelphia and New 
York. 

I may add to this testimonial of his claims as an author and pub- 
lisher, that is which far above these. 

He was ever sociable, benovolent—tender in his affections, and faith- 
fal in all his engagements to the very letter and spirit. 

At an early age, when in College, I think, he made a profession of 
religion, and always carried the pure doctrines of Christianity, and its pe- 
cular spirit, into his dealings. In business, he was scrupulously honest, 
generous and honorable : to his few creditors punctual, and required the 
same from his debtors—yet lenient when need be. 

Another word, and Iam done. During the progress of his business 
transactions, for near a quarter of a century, he was never known to 
apply to a bank or private individual for a loan. And never required 
an indorser, or was one himself, except once, and then to his cost. His 
word was deemed sufficient on all occasions; as often taken as his bond. 
Indeed I believe he never gave his bond but once. 

The progress of his profession has, indeed, greatly increased since his 
day. But I have a notion, he did as much in his day, as is done “ now- 
a-days.” 

Neither, am I quite certain, the late eminent Mr. Carey is entitled to 
all the credit of what is said of him in the Circular—about his projecting 
the trade sales. I am persuaded it was talked of to Mr. C. by my late 
beloved relative, to whom I am mostly indebted for what I am, and that 
is “not much to speak of,” as said the late Dr. Lothrop, when inquired 
of as to his religion. ‘‘ He had not much to speak of.”

Witerary Intelligence. 


AMERICAN. 

Lewis W. Tappan, Esq., of the firm of Sampson & Tappan, has just 
presented the Mercantile Library Association, Boston, with an admira- 
ble portrait of Americus Vespucius, copied from the original in the 
Royal Gallery at Naples. It is a two-third figure of life size. The pic- 
ture will be placed in the new rooms of the Association. 


We hear that through the liberality of Jared Sparks, the manage- 
ment of Bowdoin College has been enabled to fill out one ef the panels 
on the interior walls of the chapel. Artists are busily engaged upon a 
design from Raphael’s Cartoon of “St. Paul at Athens.” Other lovers 
of the arts might generously imitate the example of Mr. Sparks, by 
completing the remainder of the panels according to the original plan. 


Tue Parer Prant 1x Wisconsin.—Under this head we have before 
us a description of a plant recently discovered in this country by Mrs. 
A. L. Beaumont, of Arena. She has furnished us with a fine sample 
of cotton, and also of flax, from the same plant, which she describes as 
follows : 

“T discovered, two years ago, a plant that yields both cotton and flax 
from the same root, and believe I am the first person that ever culti- 
vated, spun and knit from it. I am persuaded that any article that will 
make as good cloth as can be made from this plant will make good pa- 
per, hence I call it the Paper Plant. It can be planted in the spring and 
cut in the fall or winter. It bleaches itself white as it stands, and will 
yield at least three or four tons to the acre. From a single root that I 
transplanted last spring there grew twenty large stalks, with three hun- 
dred and five pods (containing the cotton) with at least sixty seeds in 
each. From this root I obtained seven ounces of pure cotton, and over 
half a pound of flax. It is a very heavy plant, and grows from six to 
seven feet high.” 





From the sample before us of cotton and flax, as an article for the 
manufacture of paper, it must be far better and cheaper than any other 
known. Mrs. B., in the discovery and cultivation of this plant, is en- 
titled to the gratitude of all, and we trust she may yet be liberally re- 
warded for so doing. —Mineral Pt. Trip, 


Historicat.—At a late meeting of the New York Historical, Society, 
Mr. Benjamin Lossing stated that he had discovered in the interior of 
New York a collection of MSS., the journal and other records of the 
Senate of the State of New York, from the commencement of its first 
session in 1777, for more than ten subsequent years. They are more 
than three thousand in number, in a perfect state of preservation. It is 
said that many curious facts relative to the secret history of the early 
politics of the State are contained in these papers. 


Monument To JeFFeRson.—We have just seen at the studio of O, L. 
Richter, No. 380 Broome street, a model of the proposed monument to 
Jefferson. The model will shortly be placed in the City Hall, prepara- 
tory to being sent to Washington and there submitted for approval, 
The statue is to be 9 feet high and to stand upon a pedestal ten feet in 
h:ight, on which are four allegorial figures representing American His- 
tory, Justice, Independence and Liberty, and four fields, two of which 
represent the birth and death of Jefferson, and on the other two are the 
names of the signers of the Declaration of Independence. Underneath 
are four other fields, representing the Missouri, Mississippi, Ohio and 
Hudson Rivers. The design indicates talent and taste, and has already 
had the approval of several members of Congress. Mr. Richter is well 
known as an artist, engineer and metallurgist ; he was associated with 
Mills on the equestrian statue of Jackson, and in 1851 was employed by 
the Government in casting bronze cannon, and was also engaged in 
drawing the plan ofa National foundry. He is now associated with 
Mr. Julius Flarchner, a well known sculptor, and these gentlemen, if 
intrusted with the construction of the proposed monument to the illus- 
trious Jefferson, will no doubt produce one which will meet with the 
approval of the public.—N. Y. Times. 


Union Liprary oF Hatrsoroven, Pa.—Centrenntat CELEBRATION. 
—The company at their annual meeting on the 8d inst. elected George 
Kenderdine, William Long, and Lewis R. Willard, Directors, and Dr. 
Gove Mitchell, Treasurer. Dr. Charles H. Hills, Wm. J. Buck, and 
David Newport, were appointed a committee to procure a speaker and 
make arrangements for the contennial celebration of said library com- 
pany.—This library was first established in the year 1755, and wa; the 
first founded in Pennsylvania out of the city of Philadelphia. It has 
now 100 members, and a commodious building, containing upwards of 
5000 volumes ofa choice selection. 


New York Hisroricat Socrery.—Exercises appropriate to the cele- 
bration of the fifty-first anniversary of the N. Y. Historical Society, werd 
performed last evening, at the Chapel of the N. Y. University. Hon. 
Luther Bradish presided, and the Rev. Dr. Matthews opened the exer- 
cises with prayer. The principal points were a recital of the leading 
incidents in our history which occurred in or about 1755 and 1655, and 
in the connexion he enlarged upon the virtues of Washington, Roger 
Williams, Lord Baltimore, Governor Stuyvesant, and others. His allu- 
sions were with a view to show the progress made by our country in 
the last two centuries. He spoke at considerable length, and was lis- 
tened to with profound attention by a numerous and enlightened andi- 
tory. 

Forty Aorgs or Brstes.—The last number of the Bible Record, the 
useful and suggestive little paper of the Bible Society, states the circula- 
tion for the past year to be eight hundred thousand Bibles and Testa- 
ments. These books, he estimates, if they were spread out ona plain 
surface, and computed by square measure, would cover more than four 
acres. If the same issue were computed by long measure, they would 
extend more than eighty miles. If by solid or cubic measure, they 
would measure more than one hundred and fifty solid cords. And 
those cords, piled one upon another, would reach higher than the 
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spire of Trinity Church, New York, or the Fal!s of Niagara. The en- 
tire issues for thirty-seven years of the Society’s existence, would cover 
more than forty acres with Bibles and Testaments; or extend in long 
measure nearly a thousand miles; or make more than eighteen hun- 
dred and fifty solid cords.—N. Y. Evangelist. 


Ortern or ovr Decrmat Currenoy.—A letter has been discovered 
recently, in this country, from a venerable gentleman who came from 
Wales over fifty years since. In November, 1805, he became acquaint- 
ed with Mr. Christian Heiss, grandfather of John P. Heiss, formerly of 
the firm of Ritchie & Heiss, of the Washington Union, now of the New 
Orleans Delta. Mr. H. was then fifty-one years of age, and had in his 
youth been wagon-master through the whole Revolution in Washing- 
ton’s army, or it may be in the Pennsylvania line, which formed a por- 
tion of it. On one such occasion, while in conversation, it was remark- 
ed how much better the Americans managed their currency than other 
nations, in the decimal form of it, when Mr. Heiss immediately replied 
that it was so, and that the author or inventor was the Rev. Samuel 
Jones, D. D., of Lower Dublin. We have never heard this question 
mooted before, but we have no doubt that the information imparted by 
Mr. Heiss was most reliable, and it involves an interesting historical 
incident. 


FOREIGN. 


In the Library of the British Museum may be seen a book, printed 
in the Low Dutch, containing upwards of sixty specimens of paper, 
made of different articles, the result of one man’s experiments as early 
as 1772. In the manufacture of paper, almost every species ol tough, 
fibrous vegetable, and even animal substances, has at one time or ano- 
ther been employed—the roots of trees, their bark, the vine of hops, 
the tendrils of the vine, the stalks of the nettle, the common thistle, 
the stem of the hollyhock, the sugar-cane, cabbage stalks, wood-shav- 
ings, sawdust, hay, straw, willow, and the like, have all been used, says 
Herring in his work on modern and ancient paper making, in the manu- 
facture of paper. 


There is a printing office in Paris capable of printing the Lord’s 
Prayer in three hundred different languages. 


Art Unions.—There are more than fifty Art Unions in Germany, 
some of which are connected among themselves, so as to form distinct 
provinces or districts (reise). The Northern district comprises the 
Unions of Bremen, Hamburgh, Liibeck, Rostock, Stralsund, and Griefs- 
wald; the Eastern district contains the Unions of Dantzig, Kinigsberg, 
Stettin, and Breslau; the Western district embraces the Unions of 
Hanover, Brunswick, Halberstadt, Magdeburg, Halle, Githa, and Hesse 
Cassel ; in the Rhenish district we find the Unions of Darmstadt, Mann- 
heim, Stuttgart, Carlsruhe, Freiburg, Strasburg, and Mayence; and, lastly, 
in the Thuringian district, those of Erfurt, Naumburg, Jena, Nordhausen, 
Subl, and Muhlhausen. Independent Unions are those of Dusseldorf, 
Cologne, Miinster, Potsdam, Munich, Nuremberg, Augsburg, Dresden, 
Leipzig, Vienna, Prague, Salzburg, Pesth, Raab, Frankfort on the Maine, 
and Wiesbaden. There is no Art Union in Berlin, but every year a 
large academical Exhibition. In the course of last year, 1,549 pic- 
tures, realizing a total amount of 195,404 thalers, have been sold 
by the combined means of the German Art Unions, including the 
sales of the Berlin academical Exhibition. 


Professor Aug. Stober, of Milhausen (Alsatia), author of the lite- 
rary monography.. “ Der Dichter Lenz und Friederike von Sessenheim,” 
has just published a biographical sketch, “Der Actuar Salzmann 
Géthe’s Freund und Fisch, genosse in Strasburg.” It is said to be 
full of interesting details referring to Githe’s abode at Strasburg, and 
to dwell minutely upon many incidents merely hinted at by Géthe in 
“‘ Wahrheit und Dichtung,” so much so that it may be considered, with 
regard to that epoch of Githe’s life, a valuable supplement to his au- 
tobiography. Besides some unpublished letters of Githe, it contains 
letters of Lenz L. Wagner, Michaelis Hufeland, and others, and different 
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communications about Werther and Lotte, from the diary of the late 
Rev. Jeremias Meyer. 


The first translation of Schiller’s entire works into Russian has just 
been brought out at Moscow.
